ment for April was issued by the treas- 
ury department yesterday. It shows 
an increase of the aggregate debt of 
$003,048.00. There was an increase of

crease of $778,776 in the non-interest- 
bearinjf debt; and a decrease of $1,880,- 
723.18 in tlic surplus cash tn the treas- 
ury. 


The total debt May I, less $31,518.- 


B00.88 surplus cash in the treasury and 
$100,00(1,000 of gold reserve. The green- 
baek redemption fund waa $838,727,- 
B'Ja.2.'i, composed of $25,0(34,500 of 2 per 
tvnt.' bonds; $.559,004,530 of 4 per cent. 
TmndK; and $381,914,913.85 oil which 
there ih no interest. 


Of the treasury surphis, on May 1, 


national bank depositories held $17,- 
378,373 40, against $17,500,749.40 on the 
1st of April. Gold assets in tho treas- 
ury nRgiVKate $273,023,465.45, a decrease 
from A pril 1 of $0,520,813.89. 
The sil- 


ver in store amounted to $439,013,987.17, 
nearly $5,000,000 more than a month ago. 
The certificate}, issued against these as-

The table of government receipts and

As he has the Cook 
county delegates and a number of others 
who are for him bis nomination is con- 
coded over Baeeet find Wnlff. 


It nlao wanta George S. Willita, of 


Chicago, na one of the Congreeemen-at- 
large. He IB solid with tbe Cook county 
delegation, and as a trade has been made 
with General Kinaker's followers it is 
thought that those two will be the lucky 
ones. Were not the Cook county dele- 
gates so enthusiastic for Willits, Charley 
Fuller, of Bslvidere, who boa a number 
of delegates in the northern part of the 
state for him, would stand a very good 
nhow of carrying off the plum, but under 
tbe existing circumstances those on the 
ground fail to see just how this can be 
accomplished, As Willits is a young 
man only a year or so older than Yate.% 
this will fill the bill ia this respect. 
Yoand "Dick Yates is able and energetic, 
and will keep; but with Black and Hun- 
ter as oppositiona candidates the frienda 
of General Binnker claim that he would 
greatly strengthen the ticket and please 
tbe people from the southern part of the 
atato. Willita and liinaker ia the com- 
bination that has many supporters here 
now nud is most talked of and is thought 
to be a winning one. 


It is generally conceded that tbe four 


delegates-at-large to represent to repre- 
sent the state out of Chicago should be 
representative men of the party, with 
Callom and Oglesby at the head. Sena- 
tor Onllom's friends say he will not at- 
tend the convention, and that he has cot 
indicated any desire to be on the delega- 
tion, but that the feeling is general that 
hie name should head the list.
